The Flood Control Wolf-Pack— 


Clever obstructionists, led by discharged employees, and 


-encouraged by a few big taxpayers who are always opposed 


to any public expenditure that does not directly benefit them, 
are carrying on a sniping campaign against the San Gabriel 
dam and the board of supervisors. 


There is nothing new in this campaign. It began when 


the bonds for the work were proposed. It has taken on var- 
ious attitudes and complections as the work goes on. A big 
slide occurs at the damsite. Immediately the malicious propa- 
ganda starts. The slide is merely incidental to the work. 
It is-quite probable there will be more slides, and without 
question there will be many conditions arise that present 
new and difficult problems. All such happenings in the future 
will be seized upon by which to discredit the work and to 
'harass everyone who. is connected with the work. 


A discharged flood control engineer lifts up his voice, 


and is immediately answered ,by the pack from every quar- 
ter, until one might think that the woods were full of people 
viewing the'great project with intense alarm. A notoriety- 
seeking preacher gets on the microphone and assists in 
spreading the alarm, or attempts to do so. If it were not him 
it would be some other publicity seeker expecting to pry 
himself into some kind of a job in order to eat regularly. 


There is nothing wrong with the San Gabriel dam project. 


It is going ahead steadily, encountering engineering difficul- 
ties that are met with in various forms on all great construc- 
tion projects. The district is not building a dam as yet, and 
will not build any dam unless there is suitable foundation 
discovered. The supervisors, the chief engineer, the consult- 
ing engineers and state engineers^-all stand ready to quit 
the project cold if there is not good bedrock to be found in 
the canyon. The only way to find out if there is good bedrock 
is to remove the "overburden," the rock and gravel and shat- 
tered surface. That's a very expensive job, and far more 
expensive than was conceived or admitted when the dam was 
first projected. Early estimates on the amount of surface 
to be removed were all placed purposely too small by a dis- 
charged and discredited engineer, and now that more than 
twice the amount to be removed is admitted, all the obstruc- 
tionists are attempting to shift the responsibility by more 


' propaganda. The present ;chief -engineer es0jna.ted''th& 


amount of the ;overburdeh much nearer the correct amount 
than any-other engineers connected or associated with the 
work, and even his estimate was too small, altho more than 


v 
twice that of any previous estimate. 


Every additional yard means more cost, naturally. Every 


dam that has been constructed in the flood control system 
has cost from two to three times as much as the estimate, 
with the exception of the dams completed within the last 
year and one-half under new specifications and new esti- 
mates. Politics controlled the original estimates. It was not 
thot to be good strategy to tell the people the whole truth 
when a bond issue was impending. The truth was to come 
out sometime, and with each succeeding month in the con- 
struction of the San Gabriel dam the truth is coming out— 
showing that all estimates of cost were.far too low, as was 
pointed out by the present chief engineer in many of his 
reports. 


In their anxiety to put over the so-called "high dam or 


nothing" propaganda, the estimates of cost were purposely 
made too low. These advocates were obliged to put out esti- 
mates that would make it seem possible to build the high 
- dam for $25,000,000. It couldn't be done, and cannot be 


done, Unless a miracle happens. And this is not the age of 
miracles. 


This newspaper believes that the taxpayers are willing 


to wait until the bedrock is uncovered, if it ever is uncover- 
ed, before taking a hand in the question as to whether the 
work shall go on. They can all be assured that if the foun- 
dations are not suitable, the dam will not be built. It won't 
be necessary to climb on the band-wagon of a gang of dis-. 
gruntied propagandists in order to prevent the dam from 
being built on unsafe foundations. The engineers would not 
build a dam on unsafe material if one hundred per cent of 
the voters in the district petitioned them to go ahead with 
the work. 


Public work is accompanied by politics and intrigue, as 


sure as darkness follows the day. Politics is an extremely 
expensive equation in all public work. The people should, 
and probably will, remember this to be a fact, and while 


• watching the progress of the work carefully, be willing to 


allow competent engineers and responsible public officers 
to make the decisions, the jobs for which they are elected 
and hired. 


Pay as You Go— 


(California Cultivator): With the tax burden constantly 


getting heavier and the wherewithal with which to meet this 
burden getting more difficult to secure each year, it would 
seem as though it was high time the taxpayers were calling 
a halt on indiscriminate bond issues and demanding that 
henceforth more of our public improvements be constructed 
under the pay as you go plan. 


A striking example of the results of such a policy is to be 


seen in Sacramento county, where the supervisors, some time 
ago, very wisely determined that the county's new hospital 
should be built without a bond issue, even tho its construc- 
tion should have to be on the installment plan. 


The people of that county now have one of the finest hos- 


pitals of its kind in the west and not one cent is owing on it. 


. Instead of having to pay back nearly $2 for each $1 received, 


the taxpayers have received full value for their money and 
have no long drawn out bond burden to face. 


By anticipating our public needs in advance instead of 


waiting until they become imperative, many of those for 
which we now vote bonds could be provided for by annual 
tax levies, thereby saving the taxpayers fully half the money 
now required to meet such expenditures.

State Highway 


Work Ahead of 


Fixed Schedule 


California is carrying forward its 


road building program on a regular 
budget and construction schedule 
which will assure, at the end of the 
biennium, an exact balance of ex- 
penditures in the 
northern 
and 


southern sections of the state, as 
provided by law. 


Thus declared Bert B. Meek, state 


director of public works, on his re- 
turn to Sacramento from the south, 
in announcing that the biennial state 
highway construction projects arc 
well ahead of schedule in southern 
•California. 


Commenting on the maintenance 


of the ratio balance between north 
and south in highway work, Meek 
said: 
'' At the end of the last biennium, 


all projects in northern and southern 
California were under way, so that 
an exact balance existed on July 1 
of this year, xinder terms of the 
gasoline tax statute. 


"During the three months that 


have elapsed of the present bien- 
nium, the state department of public 
work has expended $2,422,000 on 
southern California roads. 
'' That places southeni California 


program well ahead of the biennial 
schedule. We have, in other words, 
now, more projects under way in the 
south than we had hoped would be 
possible at this date when the, bien- 
nial highway budget was prepared. 


"Considering the California high- 


way program as a whole, every pro- 
ject is scheduled for a certain date, 
taking into account the seasons in 
the various sections. Sometimes, as 
the biennium goes forward, the bal- 
ance will thus seem to favor one area 
and sometimes another area. But 
when the biennium ends the expendi- 
tures 
for highway work in the 


northern and southern areas will 
balance exactly in keeping with the 
Jaw."

Because .motorists have a 
tendency to pull away from bridge 
railings, bridges will be as wide or 
wider than highways and in perfect 
alignment.
